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THE PARACHUTE. 


Leonardo da Vinci Was the First One 
to Suggest It. 

Credible accounts exist of an English 
Benedictine monk, Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, in the eleventh century having 
tried to fiy by precipitating timself 
from the height of a tower with the 
assistance of wings attached to his 
arms and his feet. It is said that, hav- 
Ing gone along a little way, he fell and 
broke his legs. He attributed his acct- 
dent to failure to provide his appara- 
tus with a tall, which would have help 
ed preserve his equilibrium and made 
his descent a gentler one. 

In the sixteenth century Leonardo da 
Vinel first demonstrated that a bird, 
which ts heavier than the air, sustains 
itself, advances in the alr, “by render- 
Ing the fluid denser where it passes 
than where it does not pass.” In order 
to fly it has to fix its point of support 
on the air. Its wings in the descending 
stroke exert a pressure from above 
down, the reaction of which from be- 
low up forces the center of gravity of 
Its body to ascend at each Instant to 
the height at which the bird wishes to 
maintain it. Some sketches which have 
come down to us prove that Leonardo 
occupied himself, like Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, with giving man the power to fly 
by the assistance of wings suitably 
fixed to the body. 

We owe to Leonardo also the inven- 
tion of the parachute, which he de 
scribed in the following terms: “If a 
man had 9 pavilion each side of which 
was fifteen braces wide and twelve 
braces hich he might cast himself from 
any height whatever without fear of 
danger.” It may be said, too, of Leo- 
nardo da Vinel that he was the first to 
suggest the Idea of the screw propeller.

This was a little too 
much, and her grace was requested to 
withdraw from the court, Kitty an- 
rouncing, with characteristic compo- 
eure, that the command was very 
ngreentle to her, as she had never gone 
there for her own diversion, but to be 
stow civility upon the king and queen. 


Papua Island. 

Papuan island was so named by the 
Malays, nnd the word means “frizzled,” 
in reference to the halr of the Inhabit- 
onts, It fs generally supposed that 
Papua or New Guinea was orlginally 
part of the mainland of Anstralla, It 
wis discovered by the Portuguese in 
1526, thouch it was probably sighted 
by A. Dabreu during his voyage fifteen 
years earlier, The Australinn govern- 
ment, realizing the dunger that would 
arise if yn enemy seized land so near 
their consts, frequently urged England 
to annex the eastern portion of the 
island, and after two or three unau 
thorized sunexations a British protec 
torate was established there In 1884,

not be produced elsewhere, As a mat- 
ter of facet, it preduced In’ many 
French potterles where sufficient care 
{is taken and where pure oxide of co- 
balt is employed. Formerly tt was dif 
fieult to procure this article without 
{mpurities, whieh injured the color, 
but chemical science bas overcome all 
the difficulties. The same ts true of 
the Chinese green known as celadon 
It was Invented in China, but it can 
be perfectly renroduced elsewhere,

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HOW TO SMOKE, — 


Some Rules For the Thorough Enjop 


ment of a Pipe of Tobacco. 


It is really astonishing, said a Lon 
don (Eng.) tobucconist the other day, 
what a small percentage of the mib 
lions of smokers in this country know 
what to smoke, how to smoke, and 
when to smoke. The majority of men 
are careless smokers, who have scarce- 
ly an idea of the elementary facts 
about the selection of pipes and to- 
bacco, or the methods of smoking, 
which, if observed, would greatly in- 
crease their enjoyment and go far to- 
wards preventing injury to their 
health. 

In selecting a pipe, for instance, 
do not judge by the pretty look. 
Weigh the pipe and see that it is not 
too heavy for your tecth. Test the 
bore and see that it draws well. Also 
exumine it carefully and sec that. the 
bowl is not plugged here and there 
with putty varnished over or has flaws 
or cracks. 

Many of the finest of briars develop 
amall holes or flawa after being shap- 
ed. Manufacturers fill these holes with 
putty and then color and varnish. A 
close examination will show up these 
patches, Ivory or pure amber makes 
the best mouthnieces, but are both ex- 
pensive and liable to break easily, 
especially amber. The horn mouth- 
piece for the moderate-price man is, 
therefore, the best. 

When buying tobaceo do not buy 
the fruity smelling kinds. These are 
mostly doctored, and an average pipe- 
ful of good tobacco should last from 
twenty to thirty minutes. Tobacco 
is the least adulternted article of com- 
merce, yet large quantities of adulter- 
ation are added, usurlly to the chean- 
er sorts. These adulterations include 
water, oil of aniseed, glycerine, salt, 
sugar, and molasses, 

Here are a number of don’ts for 
smokers, some of which no doubt will 
surprise a cood many men: Don’t 
amoke directly after a meal. There is 
the ulmost irresistible craving to 
smoke, but it is wiser to wait a half 
hour or an honr. Don’t smoke out of 
doors in a hich wind or in cold, frosty 
weather. In the former case it is 
dangerous and in the latter it eracks 
the lips and prevents proper breath- 
ing. Don’t emoke with the cigar or 
pipe held at the corner of the mouth, 
This excites the secretion of more 
enliva than when the cigar or pine is 
held strai¢ht in front. And, above 
all, don’t get into the bad habit of ex- 
pectorating frequently when smoking. 
Tt is quite unnecessary. being merely 
a habit and harmful.—Tit-Bits.

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HEIGHT UF WAVES. 


When the Billows of the Ocean Run 
“Mountain High.” 


That ocean waves run “mountain 
high” no one ever believed unless he 
was very credulous indeed. The phrase 
is a highly exaggerated figure of 
speech. But the observations of keep- 
lers of lighthouses in exposed situa- 
tions have proved that waves run high 
enough in great storma to make very 
respectable hills. Some years ago the 
steamer that csrricd supplies to the 
lighthouse on Tillamook rock, on the 
coast of Oregon, U.S.A., was able to 
make a landing und establish com- 
mercial communication with the light 
keepers after a series of storms only 
by strenuons endenvors covering a 
period of six weeks. 

The waves of the Preifie had torn 


away the wherfs and other con- 
atructiona on the rock, even carry- 


ing off timbers which were riveted to 
the rock. As yet, however .the lane 
tern had remaine? untouched, 

But the storm inerenaed, the waves 
rose in heieht and soon dashed 
agninst the Tentern, which was 150 
feet above the level of the sea. Finally 
the water washed over the ton of the 
lighthouse, goine in through the ven- 
tilators overhead. 

The keepers were compelled to work 
desperately all night long to keep the 
lamp lighed. ‘thoy were continually 
in fear that the lights in the glasses 
looking seaward would be broken ir 
by the force of the waves and that 
they themselves should be washed 
out into the sea to certain death. But 
the iron latticework outside the win- 
dows saved the panes from destruc. 
tion. 

The light keepers, who were old 
sailors, affirmed that no experience on 
shipboard could be as horrible as this 
long struggle with the storm at the 
summit of the lighthouse, They would 
have been glad to take refuge even in 
a frail ship. 

The Tillamook light had on previous 
occasions been washed over complete. 
ly by waves. The same thing hap: 
pened to the Kddystone light, off the 
const of England, and to the light at 
Fleanux-de-Brechot, off the coast of 
Franee, both of which are about 150 
feet in height. 

It seems well esteblished,  there- 
fore, thet waves mey mount to Aa 
height 159 feet ob ve the general level,

Where Incense Comes From. 

Deputy Coisul Generat Hubert G. 
Baugn, of Tien ‘oin, Chiua, makes 
the following report on Chinese in-

‘the basis of the incense sticks 
manufactured in North China is the 
bark of the elm tree (Clumus campes- 
tris or Ulmus macrocarpa), which, 
when ground inte a powder and mixed 
WIth water Lore © Vey ovoky oul 
stance suitable to be mode into sticks, 
These elm trees crow in il parts of 
this section of China. The cheapest 
grades of sticks are composed wholly 
of elm bark, but, as the odor of this 
is not very plensing, perfumes of var- 
ious kinds are usually added, A great 
variety of substances are used for this 
latter purpose, the cheapest of which 
is dandalwood, Prices vary ‘rom four 
bunches for a cent to two sticks for a 
cent (eaual to two cents local or silver 
currency). e 

Tibetan incense is the most valu- 
able of all, and is used almost exclue- 
ively by the Imperial Court. Tt comes 
usually in long, thick sticks, and what 
remains of these after the ceremony 
in which they are used is completed 
is eagerly sought after, The cheapest 
variety of Tibetan incense comes in 
thin sticks of great length, sold for 
from 21-2 to 5 cents a stick, while 
the larger sticks probably cost as high 
ns from $1 to $2 each. The Chinese

It sounds unreasonable to talk of 
preserving hosiery to any appreciable 
extent, but it may be done. The of: 
tener hosiery is washed the longer it 
will last. By washing I do not neces- 
sarily mean the ordinary laundry 
method, which is calculated to fade 
and rot the fiber. Really, to preserve 
hosiery it must have personal super- 
vision. Stockings should never be 
worn longer than one day. They 
should then be rinsed in lukewarm 
water with a few drops of aminonia 
In it, dried and worn without froning. 
This repeated wetting of the fiber 
keeps it so firm and strong that it will 
not break at the points of greatest 
distension. This treatment applies to 
cotton, lisle thread and silk hosiery. 
If you will treat your new hose this 
way from the beginning, you need 
darn but very little. Of course in time 
all hosiery, however expensive or 
strong, will succumb to wear, but the 
above method of treatment will double 
lasting qualities.

Trifling Errors That Have Had Big 
‘ Results in Court. 

Its on record that Lord Denman 
established great reputation at the bar 
by securing an acquittal in a famous 
case on the ground that a certain firm
